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' Is It the Missing Link?

Paris, February 27.—Wide interest has 
been aroused among men of science by 
the recent discovery in the provinces of 
the nearest approach to the missing 
link of Darwin vet known. Fragments 
of a skull and a skeleton were unt- 
earthed by two priests, Abbes Bouyssini 
and Bardon, in a ¢avern near the 
Chapelle-aux-Saints, in the Cerreze dis- 
trict. These were sold to the Paris Mu- 
eeum of Natural History, and Professor 
Marvellin Boule, head of the Paleontolo-

gical laboratory, immediately set about 
reconstructing the skull. 

“Tt is impossible to say how old 
these remains are,’ Professor Boul@ ex- 
plained in his laboratory. ‘Certainly 
they date from a period much more re- 
mote than 10,000 years ago. Every time 
I examine them I am inclined to ‘put 
them back a few hundred years more. 
This prehistoric man may have lived 
150 centuries ago, Who knows? 

“What we can say with certainty is

that it FS the most ancient specimen of 
the human race—if you can call it that 
—yet brought before the attention of 
the scientific world. Those fragments 
of human bones unearthed in America 
are all of comparatively recent date. 
The nearest approaches fo the missing 
link have been found in Europe. About 
1867 a skull was dug up in the Nean- 
derthal, in Germany. It differed slight- 
ly from the skull of the chimpanzee and 
the gorilla, but since the entire bones of

savants have decided that if this 
bone belonged to a man, he must 
have been half-witted. Another skull 
bene was discovered at Spy, in Belgium, 
in 1890. 
“However,

The skull’s main point of resemblance 
with the human race jis the chin bone.”’ 
Professor Boule pointed to the skull of 
a twentieth century Frenchman. “You 
that this chin bone comes down 
from @#he teeth in a line almost perpen- 
dicular. This is never the case with 
any variety of ape. They invariably 
have receding chins. 

“This is the most 
resemblance, although there are minor 
less apparent ones. In the main, how- 
ever, thfs skull shows a close parentage 
to the chimpanzee.”’

Out of these sinks of 
and degradation, the prince, through the 
Duchy of Cornwall, receives a yearly in- 
come approaching $350,000. The amount 
was less in former years when the dig- 
trict was a fairer place and more suited 
to human habitation, but as conditions 
grew worse, buildings older and more 
dilapidated, and sunshine more scarce as 
the result of the encroachimg of im- 
mense factories, rents increased and the 
amount of ‘blood money” wrung from 
the inmates of this hell hole grew by 
leaps and bounds. Today it enables its 
recipient to live in unlimited = luxmury, 
without a care in the world, with a 
hundred servants to dance attendance 
upon him and without the suspicion of 
duties except to submit8to being enter- 
social ‘‘climbers” who have 
reached the charmed royal circle, or the 
greater number who are on the way and 
to pave the way

with gold. 

His gross revenue from the duchy 
amounts to the enormous sum of $695,- 
000 a year, half of which goes into his 
private pocket; and though all of this 
does not come ‘from London slums, they 
materially thelp to swell the exchequer. 
His Duchy or Cornwall revenue is quite 
outside the government grant from the 
civil list of $200,000 per annum, which 
his royal highness receives simply for 
being a prince, or of the $180,000 a year 
which his children receive for thaving 
him as their father, or of the $50,000 a 
year which the Princess of Wales gets 
for being wife. The total annual 
the Prince of Wales and 
his family, including the Duchy of Corn- 
wall gross takings, comes to the neat 
little sum of $1,125,000. 

Slums of the Prinee. 

The slums of the Prince of Wales are 
just across Waterloo bridge—the famous 
‘‘Bridge of Sighs’’ immortalized by Hood 
—and only albout ten minutes’ walk from 
the Strand. It is owing to its nearness 
to the center of London’s throbbing ac- 
tivity that this property brings compara- 
tively high rents, though there are pecu- 
liar reasons attached to the estate itself 
which make it even a greater monery- 
maker than most other London real es- 
tates. Most of the London property be- 
longing to the Duchy of Cornwall is 
what is known in England as “unre- 
stricted.’ That is, it can be let to any- 
one, quite regardless of character. 

The Duke of Cornwall—or, in other 
words, the Prince of Wales—owns near- 
ly all the houses in this unsavory 
neighborhood. Out of fairness to the 
royal ‘house, however, it must he men- 
tioned ‘that several of the thhouses of ill- 
repute in the district are held on long 
leases, over which he tis said to be un- 
able to exercise control, and, therefore, 
royal responsibility does not apply in 
those particular cases. On the other 
hand. it must not be forgotten that no 
Prince of Wailes has ever raised any 
strenuous ‘“‘kiick’’ over the condition of 
his slum property, or striven seriously to 
bring about a change for the better. 


Worst in the World. 

Travelers acquainted with sueh cities 
as Naples and Marseilles—where the 
slums are said to be practically “the 
limit’—say that certain nooks and cor- 
ners of the prince of Wales’ London 
property are as bad, if not worse. For 
instance, there is one spot called Saluta- 
tion Court, which, as a slum, pure and 
simple, ranks with the most terrible. 
It is narrow, dingy, dirty, rat-infested 
and unsanitary. Most of the houses 
are two-storied shanties, built about 150 
years ago. 

As there are no legal restrictions as 
to the number of persons who may oc- 
the rooms, the “proprietor” of a 
shanty is expected to get the rent some- 
how, and the somehow usually is a 
very degraded form of human industry. 
Several of the rooms in the houses have 
even double sets of tenants; that is, 
those who occupy the rooms in the 
daytime, and those who sleep there at 
night, and, of course, for these excel- 
lent conveniences high rents have to be 
charged. To give a case in point, one 
of the small rooms in aie Salutation 
Court shdnty is occupied by two mar- 
ried couples at night, whereas, in the 
day time, the same room Is slept in by 
three railway porters who work at 
Waterloo station, close by. As there is 
only One small casement window in this 
room, which cannot be opened owing 
to the rusting of the hinges, the ven- 
tilation is of a somewhat vague descrip- 
tion, 

‘Besides Salutation Court—which 
doubtless bears that name from the 
noted salubrity of the lotality—another 
choice on the Prince of Wales’ London 
is Cornwall Place. Gustave 
Dore would have delighted to draw 
Cornwall Place as an illustration for 
Dante’s Inferno. Slatternly, beer-sod- 
den, vice-enslaved women infest the 
‘buildings which~- face on this court, 
while hosts of anaemtc, wretched, shoe- 
less, and almost naked children play 
in the filth and garbage that block the 
entrance to the narfow w»assakeway

One authoritiy recemtly stated that there 
were upwards of 50,000 empty hovwses 
in the affected districts. Hackney is 
losing no less than $90,000 a year in 
rates through the flights of fonmer rate- 
payers, and the amount ts steadily in- 
creasing. Lewisham is losing something 
like $100,000 a year, and praiwtically 
borough council in London is 
threatened with an enormous deficit. 

This condition of affairs is rendered 
all the worse by the fact that the vari- 
ous councils all the while are having 
greater demands made wpon thetr purses 
by the several semi-socialistic schemes 
forced tipon them. The feeding of school 
children and the upkeep of palatial poor 
houses, where the wards are trimmed 
with bird's eve maple and illuminated 
by systems of electric lighting pro- 
nounced too expensive for Buckingham 
palace, are but two of the many agen- 
work toward these deficits. 

A meeting of the representatives of 
twenty London boroughs has just been 
held in the Hackney town hall to discuss 
this question of falling revenues and to 
hit upon some scheme of concerted ac- 
tion for checking it. Taking the score 
of boroughs as a whole the loss from 
empty dwellings represents a loss equal 
\to a four and a half-penny rate in the 
pound. It ts absolutely impossible for 
the several authorities to put such an 
added rate on the already excessive bur- 
den borne by the rate-patyers. qihe only 
alternative, that of réduaing the existing 
rates and thus attracting tenants for 
the empty houses, is being seriously 
considered and will probably be adopted 
in the end. 

It was pointed out at this same meet- 
ing that the majority of the removals 
had been among the middle and lower 
middle classes. As a matter of fact, 
these are the classes that suffer most 
under the existing system of rates in 
London. For instance, they are compelled 
to pay a heavy rate for the support of 
the board schools, although few are 
willing to have their children attend 
them, preferring to pay considerable 
fees for their attendance at private es- 
tablishments. An English father or 
mother would not think of allowing his 
or her daughter and son to attend a 
school where they were likely to be 
brought in daily contact with the sons 
and daughters of their butcher and 
baker.

Paris, February 27.—At last the moet 
impractical of Parisian wage-earners— 
the artists’ models—have succumbed to 
the modern spirit of commercialism 
and have formed a union to insure for 
themselves a living wage. The an- 
nouncement robs the lives of these 
picturesque characters, in the minds of 
the public, of what little romance re- 
mained to them, and breaks the last 
tie, if any there were, between the pro- 
fessional model of today and the splen- 
did and now famous types of a genera- 
Mon ago. 

It is probably due to the fact that ro- 
mance and glittering success bulked so 
large in the lives of these world-re- 
nowned models of a past generation 
that the profession is so shockingly, 
seriously overcrowded today. More 
than 6,000 people are entered in the po- 
lice register of the city of Paris as pro- 
fessional models. In addition to this 
vast army, for hundreds of whom em- 
plovment cannot possibly be found, 
except at intervals, throughout the 
vear, there are many of both sexes 
- who pose now and then during tempo- 
rary freedom from their own class of 
employment—the girls of the fashion- 
able cafes and restaurants, under a 
spell of hard luck: working girls out 
of situations: and. by far the most in- 
teresting class, students of art, music, 
singing. or medicine, who pose a part 
of every day to make money enough 
to suppor: them while they 
their studies. 

Few Prizes for Models. 


The ranks of the professional mod- 
els of Paris have been swelled of late 
years by the influx of many women 
who have deserted steady but poorly 
paid posts in factories and department 
stores. Lured by the promise of an 
easier existence, the irresponsibility 
and gay Bohemianism of the life of 
the studio, and the night life of the 
atin quarter, they enter the already 
overcrowded ranks of the models only 
to discover that, with the exception ¢& 
a few golden months of the winter, 
they are unable to find work or to 
compete against the more frugal Ital- 
ian invader. A few of them are taken 
to the seashore by artists, where they 
work as servants when they are not 
posing. But such posts are eminently 
desirable, and only a comparatively 
few models can secure the chance. 
Others—and this accounts for a large 
proportion of the whoie—gield to temp- 
tation or necessity and become familiar 
figures in the night cafes of Mont- 
rartre 

Today the splrit of comradeship 
Which once existed between the artist 
and his model has almost wholly dis- 
appeared, This is due, in a measure, 
to the decline in the standard of mod- 
els.

models worked conscientiously and _in- 
telligently, with the interests of the artist 
constantly at heart. The models were 
perfect masters of their calling, hand- 
some in face and divme in form. Artist 
and model toiled together on the can- 
vas which was to make the forwine and 
reputation of both.

But if the changed conditions are due 
in a Measure to the model, the artist of 
today must also accept this share of the 
res ponsébility. After he has served his 
apprenticeship, after he has “arrived’’— 
and he “arrives” much more quickly 
than in days gone by—the Latin quar- 
ter, the Quarter of Youthful Dreams, ex- 
ists no longer for him, and the poor 
model who hoped to share his prosperity 
as well as his hard times, sadly starts 
anew on her rounds of the studios. Per- 
haps, in sheer disgust, she turns to more 
riotous compensation, or, in deep despair, 
seeks that time-honored escape from 
heart-burne and grief—the sluggish 
Seine. 

Story of Juana Romani. 

All the old-timers will be able to re- 
Call the history of Juana Romani: how 
from a timid little faun-like creature, 
with big. dark, soulful eyes, who stood 
on the platform or model stand at Ju- 
lien’s and Colarossi’s, she finally became 
one of the foremost women artists of 
France. Her father was a famous 
Neapolitan brigand, whose boldness and 
daring made him feared. Shortly after 
Juana’s birth the desire for adventure 
Overcame him and he abandoned his 
young wife and baby. In the struggle 
for existence the umhappy and deserted 
woman collected enough money to enable 
her to reach Rome. On arriving there, 
She took service as a housemaid in a 
branch of the Romani family. The Ro- 
mani’s were, and are still, one of the 
oidest and most important families in the 
FAerral City. The master of the house 
yia'ded to the charms of the beautiful 
Neapolitan, and they fled together to 
Paris, taking with them the Ittle girl, 
Juana They quickly spent all the 
mecney Romani had in his possession, and 
in a ‘few years the dignified and noble 
Romani was so redueed in circumstances 
that he was obliged to accept a position 
as fiute plaver in the orchestra of a 
creap, third-class theater of the Quarter, 
vwrile the little Juana was sent out to 
pos2 for the figure in the big art schools. 

In symmetry of form, grace of atti- 
tude and seraphic expression, she was 
without a rival, and she quickly passed 
into the private studios. The child 
rode! became the talk of the Latin 
Quarter, and it was not many months 
before she was engaged exclusively br 
the most celebrated painters and sculp- 
tors of Paris.

She posed for ‘“‘The Mirror.” by 
cier, and “Diane,” by Falgert, while 
many of Henner’s nudes were painted 
from her lithe, snowy-white figure.

The far-famed American sculptor, An- 
drew O’Connor, married the woman who 
posed for the female figures in nearly 
all of his more pretentious works. His 
celebrated ‘‘Repose and Meditation” is 
an absolute portrait of her, and her se- 
rene Grecian face, Madonna-like in ex- 
pression, and strong, but graceful figure, 
is repeated again and again in the orna- 
ment of many of the greater buildings 
in. America. The O’Connors have three 
fine little boys, and live in the quaint 
old town of Clamart, a suburb of Paris.

The subscription for active 
members, entitling them to one balioon 
flight each year, will be $20.

~ POWERS TROUBLED 


BY THE BALKANS 


Solution of the Difficulty 
~ 1S Not:Proving: Easy: 


Now Generally Believed War 
Will Be Averted, but No 
Plan Is Found to Relieve 
Austro-Servian Tension. 


London, February 27.—The powers 
aré not finding the solution of the 
Balkan difficulty as easy as they antici- 
pated a week ago. It is true that the 
negotiations looking to a_e settlement 
have advanced in some directions and 
‘hat the optimistic British belief that 
war would be averted, has now reached 
the other capitals, but a definite plan 
to relieve the Austro-Servian tension 
has not yet been agreed upon. 

The foreign offiée states that it is 
erroneous to say that Russia has con- 
sented to the proposal that Servia 
should be approached by the powers. 
What Russia, in common with Great 
Britain, has agreed to, is that an ef- 
fort should be made jo have Servia 
state explicitly what are her claims in 
the way of compensation. 

France has proposed _ that these 
claims shall not include any territorial 
compensation, that they be moderate 
in nature and be coupled with the an- 
nouncement that preparations are be- 
ing made to disarm. 

Before the claims are finally present- 
ed, however, the powers desire to know 
what Austrid-Hungary is willing to 
concede and it has been suggested, 
with this end in view, that Vienna 
should be indirectly approached, the 
idea of making direct representations 
to the Austro-Hungarian government 
having been dropped early in the nego- 
tiations. 

France and Great Britain are making 
particularly urgent efforts to main- 
tain peace. Paul Cambon, the French 
ambassador to Great Britain, and Sir 
Sdward Grey. the British foreign sec- 
retary, have been in conference daily. 
They realize Russia's difficult position, 
arising out of the demands of her 
Slav subjects that Servia shall be sepa- 
rated and they are endeavoring to 
reach a solution which will in no wav 
compromise the third member of the 
triple entente.

FT DISAPPEARS, (EQURT ATTACKS 


GEORGIA LAWS 


-< Appeals Makes’ Severe At- 
tack on $1,600 Exemption 
Allowed -Forsyth Merchant. 


‘Brown .House, Macon, Ga., - February 
27.—(Special.)}—A mandate of the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
in New Orleans reaching the clerk’s 
office here today in Judge Emory 
Speer’s court revealed that a most se- 
vere attack had been made upon the 
$1,600 exemption allowed a bankrupt 
under the.Georgia laws and along with 
it also was made clear the decided dis- 
inclination of the higher federal court 
not to meddle with the exemptions set 
aside for an insolvent person, however 
hard the findings may hit the creditors. 

The Dunlap. Hardware Company, of 
Macon, the Waxelbaum Company and 
Adams Brothers’ Company, also of this 
city, and Ragan, Malone & Co., and 
\M. C. Kiser Company, of Atlanta, had 
claims against J. A. Huddleston, of 
Forsyth, for a long time a merchant 
there. When they tried to collect them 
through the bankruptcy laws the man 
laid claim to $1,600 worth of his. stock 
as an’ exemption. Besides, a fee of 
$300 was allowed the attorneys for the 
bankrupt for their services. 

Referee Alexander Proudfit;” of this 
city, found in favor of Huddleston on 
-both the exemption and the. lawyers’ 
fees, but he made an effort to tax the 
costs of the case against Huddleston’s 
@1,600. When the matter went up to 
Judge Speer the exemption and the at- 
torneys’ fees were still allowed. but 
Referee Proudfit’s plan to allow the 
costs taxed against the exemption fun@ 
was smashed and Judge Speer let no 


merchant, The case went up the high- 
er way, and in every finding the lower 
court was sustained. In addition to 
all this the costs of the fight through 
the circuit court of appeals, reaching 
approximately $500, were taxed against 
the complaining creditors. 

This is the first and only case within 
the knowledge of local lawyers where 
a desperate attack was made on the 
large exemption allowed under the 
Georgia laws to a bankrupt person. 
The mandate came back with hardly 
an explanation or a reason, but con- 
tained a flat denial.

It is rich 
erough to feed the whole Japanese peo- 
ple. This country has more inhabi- 
tants than the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, which is now 
spoon-fed by the United States. If 
Uncle Sam shut his bread basket for 
three months England would starve.

Ja- 
pan is now spending less than four 
hundred thousand dollars a year io 
take care of her poor, and the govern- 
ment gives for such purposes much less 
than ours,

A good index of national prosperity 
is the birth rate. This is increasing in 
Japan and without immigration the 
nation steadily grows. It had 33,000,- 
000 in 1872, it has now 60,000,000, and 
its popubation is growing at the rate of 
500,000 each year. Within the past 
twenty years over ten millions have 
been added to it, and today the babies 
swarm. I have visited every great peo- 
ple of the wotld, and nowhere are there 
so many new babies as here. Every 
other child has a baby strapped to its 
batk: almost every woman who works 
in the fields is thus loaded, and one 
meets old men and young boys. going 
along toting these almond-eyed yellow 
bits of solemn humanity..

Considering the short life of the new 
Japan and the great wars it has under- 
taken, its cash account is respectable, to 
say the least. It has almost $8,000,00vU- 
000 in houses, lands and other buildings, 


about two billions in furniture and works 
of art, and over one billion in goods 
and other merchandise. Its shipping %s 
estimated at a hundred millions, which 
is probably low, and its marine products 
at eight hundred millions, which may be 
high. Japan has over $900,000,000 worth 
of mines. She has almost one thousand 
millions invested in companies anda 
banks, and over $800,000,000 worth cf 
railways, telegraphs and telephones. 

Bank and Stock Companies Which Pay 

Dividends. 

These islands are rapidly becoming a2 
land of factories. Formerly, everything 
was made by hand in the houses, and to- 
day there are millions of men, women 
and children who work at their homes. 
There are also something like 5,000 fac- 
tories moved by steam, gas, turbine wa- 
ter wheels and electricity, and more than 


600,000 hands are employed in them, 
Over 2,000 of these factories are devoied 
to textiles and about 400 to machinery 
and work in iron and steel. The gov- 
ernment alone has 1,000 factories of its 
own, in which almost 200,000 men are 


employed. ‘It has one connected with its 
shipbuilding and naval establishment 


which employs over 50,000 men. 

Many of the private companies have 
large capitals paid in. The total aggre- 
gates over $500,000,000, with a surplus of 
more than one-fourth of that amount. 
This includes agricultural companies and 
industrials of various kinds. It com- 
prises many commercial combinations 
and transportation companies, and aiso 
insurance companies, stock exchanges 
and a multiplicity of banks. 


As to the banks, there are now over 
2,200, all managed by Japanese with Jap- 
anese capital. Their paid-up stock ag- 
gregates over $250,000,000, and their div- 
idends are big. Take the Bank of Japan, 
which does the business of the govern- 
ment. That bank has a capital and re- 
serve fund amounting to about $20,000,- 
000, and its agsets are $400,000,000. its 
deposits show a balance on hand of over 
$200,000,000, and the net profits are 
about $3,000,000 a year. The stock pays 
i2 per cent. The Yokohama Specie Bank 
made $2,000,000 in 1907, and paid a divi- 
dends of 8 per cent, and most of tne 
ordinary banks are paying the same, and 
some much more. 

Kight Million Postal Savings Depositors 

One person in every six in Japan has 
some money in the postal savings banks. 
These were started in 1875, and the de- 
positors have doubled in the past five 
years. There is now four times as much 
money in the postal savings banks as

give careful thought to the following questions: 

‘‘What class of people read this paper?” 
‘* How best can I exploit my goods to them?” ‘What 
will they do when they read my advertising?” 
‘*What must [ do to cash in to the best advantage 
on the impression I create in their minds? ”’ 

A cut price sale is a consistent procedure for 
one kind of a store but entirely inconsistent for 
another. 

The writer of these articles discovered this 
fact in his first advertising effort—a mark down 
sale in tomb stones. 

On his regular fall trip a few weeks later, the 
proprietor was astounded to learn that a number of 
sales promised him had gone to his competitor, who 
had deftly construed the advertising into an an- 
nouncement that the advertiser was retiring from 
business. 3 
The story of the ‘‘reasons’’ behind a store’s 
policy —for instance: why bargain sales are not 
held —-why high priced goods are handled exclu- 
sively—often proves most profitable advertising. 

It is wise for a merchant to impress upon 
patrons that he das a definite policy and stick to it. 

Methods that bring success to one institution 
are ridiculously inconsistent for another to use. To 
exploit a bank in the extravagant superlatives of a 
circus publicity man would be absurd, and disas- 
trous for the advertiser. 

On the other hand some merchants, in their 
fear of appearing undignified or sensational, actually 
say nothing in their announcements that is interesting. 

Happy is the advertiser who early learns the 
lesson ‘‘ How to be consistent” and can consistently 
embody the quality in his newspaper ‘‘copy.’’

$1,000 000 HOME 


~ FOR CONGRESS 


Daw Talks of Proposed 


Southern Building. 


He Says Movement to Erect 
Southern Commercial Hall 
in Washington Is One of the 
Most Significant in History 
of Country. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 27.—(Special.)— 
The headquarters of the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress have been established 
in a suit of offices in the Union Trust 
Company building, directly under those 
occupied by Mr Hitchcock during the 
eampaign which resulted in the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Taft for president. 

Here G. Grosvenor Dawe, the man- 
aging director, has begun the actual 
work of raising the fund of-@1,000,000 to 
crystallize the plan set on foot at the 
meeting of the Southern Commercial 
congress, held here in December. His 
officeg immediately overlook the corner 
site diagonally across the street which 
has been purchased by the congress. On 
this site it is proposed to erect a per- 
manent home of the congress. Here the 
resources and industries of the south 
will be exhibited and conferences and 
congresses of southern business men will 
be held. 

There is no lack of confidence on the 
part of Mr. Dawe. He believes in the 
scheme, and believes it will be of vast 
benefit to the commercial south in ad- 
vertising its advantages before the rep- 
resentative people from every section 
of the country who at some time come 
to Washington. The enthusiasm with 
which the idea of the congress, called for 
last December, was taken up and put 
through, and the practical zeal which 
characterized the adoption of the sug- 
gestion to make the southern trade body 
a permanent institution, has fortified 
the confidence of the promoters. 

To the daring of the pioneer, Mr. Dawe 
adds the capacity for hard work and 
effective organization, which is needed 
in carrying on a work of this character. 

Site for the Building. 

The site selected for the home of the 
‘Southern Commercial Congress is an 
ideal one. It is on the Wall street ol 
Washington, just one square north of 
‘the national treasury. The property cost 
. $611,000. The option of $5,000 was paid 
on January |}, and an additional $/0,- 
000 on February. '0. 

In discussing the plans the organizers 
of this movement, Mr. Dawe said: 

“This is one of the most significant 
movements in the commercial history of 
the United tSates. It is bound to be a 
@euccess, for the men who have faith in 
the wisdom and power of the move- 
“ment, are not idle dreamers, but men 
who have done and are doing big things 
in the “south. 

“We believe we have the right idea 
and we ‘are carrying it forward with 
due regard to sound commercial princi- 
ples. We want to appeal to the financial 
-¢common sense of the commercial lead- 
ers throughaut the south, 


South Is Sectional. 

‘Such a movement as this could not 
be undertaken for any other similar 
area in the United States,” he continued. 
As he broached this subject of the sec- 
tionalism of the south, I recalled that 
Mr. Dawe was not a native of the 
United tates at all, but an Englishman 
who had lived in both sections of this 
country. He said this historic unity 
was the most promising factor in the 
present campaign to place the commer- 
cial advantages of the south before the 
people of the country in the nation’s 
capital. 

Mr, Dawe then lamented the fact that 
the public demand for ‘“‘news’’ causes 
southern tragedies and disorderly affairs 
to ‘be published broadcast, whereas the 
Steady development of that section along 
commercial lines and its splendid prog- 
ress in health conditions, are not no- 
liced by the northern press. 


Southern Hall of Fame. 

As showing that a home in Washing- 
ton for southern commercial bodies 
would be of value in counteracting the 
bad advertising the south gets, Mr. Dawe 
said: 

“The purpose is to erect ‘a southern 
Hall of Faine and home of commercial 
endeavor.’ This is a perfectly natural 
Outgrowth of conditions that, largely 
unnoticed by the rest of the country, 
have been at work in the southern states. 
There are in the south over 2,000 com- 
mercial bodies, each in its place working 
for local development, and each succeed- 
ing, more or less. For some years past, 
it has been realized by these commercial 
bodies that the measuring of _ effort 
‘against results showed a pitiful dispro- 
portion. There has seemed to be a pall 
hahging over advertising endeavor and 
endeavor by truthful printed circulars. 
Some cities and towns have spent thou- 
sands of dollars on advertising cam- 
paigne, whose results were simply ‘re- 
Sidual ash.’ It is natural that ashes 
should not satisfy these groups of men 
who have been working so unselfishly 
for community growth. It is only within 
the past year that there has come a 
clear understanding of what is the arch- 
hindrance. It can be best summed up in 
one word—ignorance.”’

some time ago, when J. C. Cooper, of Atlanta, 
bought the property, will resume operations 
next week. The resumption of work of the 
mills will give employment to about 175 
operatives at the start and later this amount 
may be increased. More spindles may be 
added to the plant after operations are be- 
gun.

sayers Are Still Busy. 


: Many Guesses as to What He |

Washington, February 27.—(Specia! | 
Correspondence.)\—The prophets and ihe 
are still busy predicting 
President Roosevelt’s future. The only 
authentic information is that the pres- 
ident will sail from New York on March 
24 for a Mediterranean port and thence 
to Africa for a year’s hunting. 

But a year is only twelve months, 
and a comparatively brief span in the 
life of an active man in his prime. 
After a season of hunting the white 
rhino in African forests, refreshed and 
invigorated by his outdoor life, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt will reurn to civiliza- 
tion. What then

something big, all 
the prophets agree. His recent action 
in calling a world congress on con- 
servation might indicate that the pres- 
ident aims at winning fresh laurels in 
the fleld of politics. His part in set- 
tling the Russo-Japanese war, and his 
action in sending around the world 
on a peaceful mission the most formid.. 
able fleet of fighting ships ever brought 
together, have made him a much 
stronger figure than the ordinary man 
who might be president of the United 
States. 
President of World Congress. 

That President Roosevelt would be 
the logical and natural head of the 
world congress is admitted. Other 
countries of the world have more for- 
ests, more coal, more developed water- 
ways than the United States, but in 
none do the aggregate of natural re- 
sources mount up higher. Then the 
president has taken a most remarkable 
part in the work of conservation and 
has been the most active man of his 
in this line of work. 

An international congress on con- 
servation, to which representatives 
from Canada and Mexico were bidden, 
has just adjourned. Following this 
meeting the president has called a 
world congress On conservation. 

It is a scheme to engage the imagina- 
tion. It seeks to arrest the waste of 
natural resources of all the nations of 
the world. It would conserve the tim- 
ber supply, looking to the prevention 
of the complete decimation of the for- 
ests. It looks to the protection of the 
natural supplies of gas and coal and to 
postpone the day when there will be 
no more of these articles. It would 
protect the fertility of the soil, by pre. 
venting erosion, and putting back 
into it scientifically that which 
is taken from the soil for the crops 
needed by man. 

Then the president believes’ that 
much may be accomplished for the 
world’s peace and prosperity by bring- 
ing the representatives of the nations 
together in friendly conferences, where 
they may cooperate along many lines 
that will make for the betterment and 
uplift of the human race. 

This last official act of the president 
is sure to center upon him the eyes of 
the world as he leaves the white house 
after seven years’ occupancy to become 
once more a private citizen. 

Tompking for Tariff Commission. 

While in Washington today en route 
to his home in Charlotte, N. C., from 
Indianapolis, where he attended the 
national convention to urge a tariff 
commission, Hon. D. A. 
it as his firm conviction that the coun- 
try would soon come to the commis- 
Sion plan of revising the tariff. 

“There is no more reason why the 
fiximg of tariff schedules is a political 
matter than thé@re is why the fixing of 
railroad rates is a matter for congress 
to settle; or that the issue of a patent 
is something for congress to pass upon. 

‘Suppose applications for patents were 
permitted to accumulate for a year or 
ten years, and then congress should 
attempt to pass upon each of them. 
Business would be the loser and the 
man who has a worthy invention would 
be denied the profits to which he was 
entitled. 


With a tariff commission in continual | 


session, Mr. Tompx«ins pointed out, they 
could take up and readjust rates, alter 
schedules which were unnecessary and 
oppressive, just as the interstate com- 
merce commission does in the matter of 
railroad rates. 

Of course, the fundamental idea of a 
tariff is to raise revenue to support the 
government. The tariff is a tax upon 
articles imported into the country, and 
congress alone has the power to levy 
taxes. But the adivocates of a 
commission point out that congress may 
fix the maximum and minimum limits 
of taxation on any article and leave 
to the discretion of the commission the 
power to fix the particular rate. 

Such delegation of executive power to 
various officers of the government by 
legislative action has many times been 
held valid by the courts. 

The paralysis of business, owing to 
the uncertainty over changes in tariff 
figures would be averted by the tariff 
coimmission plan, said Mr. Tompkins. 
As it is now, trade is demoralized for 
months before a revision by congress 
is undertaken. 

Taft and Census Bill. 

The probadvle attitude of Mr. 
ward the census bill is now causing 
considerable speculation. President 
Roosevelt has vetoed the bill, and it 
will go over until after March 4. 

The basis of the president's disap- 
proval was that the bill, as drawn, per- 
mitting congressmen .to name a large 
part of the census force, was an en- 
couragement of the spoils system to 
which he was vigorously opposed. No 
attempt was made to pass the bill over 
the president's veto. If it had been 
done he would probably have issued 
an executive order placing these em- 
ployees under the civil service, and the 
wishes of congress would have been 
defeated in any event. 

Now. the question is, will Mr. Taft 
be any more inclined to favor the bi!) 
as passed than Mr. Roosevelt was. He 
has always shown great interest in and 
approval of the merit system. If he 
insists upon competitive examination 
of applicants for places in the census 
force this course wil! be followed. 

In that event the members of con- 
eress will probably meet the president 
half way and agree on a plan by which 
they will designate applicants to take 
the examination, so that those who 
nrake the ‘best record in the competitive 
examination will get the places. This

of a law permitting railroads 
and other corporations to put a certain 
amount of water’ into their stocks. 

This will be in amplification of a sug- 
gestion made in the commission's last 
annual report, in which it said: 

“We would suggest that the legislature 
define the basis of capitalization of cor- 
porations in which the commission is 
called upon to approve the issue of 
stocks and bonds,” 

A member of the commission quoted 
the following paragraph in support of 
his statement that the body had al- 
ready recommended legislation permit- 
ting corporations to water their stocks: 

“We did not think it necessary to g0 
more fully into the matter at that 
time,” he said, “buf I personally, and 
other members of the’ commission, spoke 
to a number of the members of the 
legislature on this line, and urged them 
that inasmuch as we were required to 
approve bond and stock issues of those 
under our jurisdiction, we 
be given a statutory basis upon which 
to act. 

“It is all right to put a certain amount 
of water into a corporation's stock, so 
long as the public knows it is there, 
jus 
th cannot be any more. 

‘Promoters of great enterprises are 
entitled to their compensation, and this 
is generally the only way they have of 
getting it. In promoting a new enter- 
prise it is also necessary at times to 
give a stock bonus to the purchasers of 
bonds—stock which has no value at the 
time of issue, but acquire& it with the 
development of the corporation's prop- 
erty. 

“It’s the water the public doesn’t 
know about or is not officially apprized 
of that does the damage. If it were 
fixed by law that there could be 25 or 
50 per cent of water in corporation 
stock, and no more, and penalties were 
fixed for violating the law, then the 
public would know just what it had to 
deal with. 

“It would give the commission an ab- 
solute basis upon which to act in cases 
of application for approval of bond and 
stock issues, as well as in the making 
of rates.” 

The commissioner intimated that 
board would renew this suggestion to 
the legislature this year, probably in 
more amplified form. Under the present 
law the only basis which the commis- 
Sion has is one of requirement of ac- 
tual investment of every dollar repre- 
sented by the securities issued. Some- 
times stocks are sold below par, and it 
is not possible in such cases to com- 
Ply with the requirement. 

The subject is, at least, an interest- 
ing one, and while there are plenty of 
watered stocks in public service § cor- 
porations, there are few, if any, prece- 
dents of legislative recognition and jus- 
tification ‘for their existence.

TARIFF BEING TINKERED 
IN EXECUTIVE SESSION 


Democrats Being Excluded From Deliberations of Repub- 
lican Members of Ways and Means Committee. 
Bill Will Be Reported on March 15.

Washington, February 27.—(Special.)— 
In executive sessions the republican 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee of the house. are working indus- 
triously on a tariff bill. The present 
indications are that the bill will be 
ready to be reported to the house when 
the extra session of congress convenes 


on March 16, 

However, a great deal of 
mains to bé done in the meantime. 
intimations as to what changes will be 
made ih the ‘dill have come from the 
committee room. The republicans are 
jaboring behind closed doors. There are 
two reasons for this secrecy. One 38, 
they do not want the democrats to have 
the opportunity to study and criticise the 
bill any earlier than is necessary; and 
the second is, they wish to be freed 
from the anxious solicitation of those 


who have vital imterests in particular 


schedules. 

One thing is certain: 
be a republican tariff bill. 
publicans had their way, 
crats would be mere “lookers-on 
Venice.’’ 

The democratic members of the com- 
mittee which is shaping the bill have 
actualiy been excluded from the delilb- 
erations of the majority of the commit- 
tee. They have been shut out as el- 
fectively as though they did not belong. 
They are keenly sensible of the fact that 
their advice is not wanted. 

The republicans are tremendously In 
the majority in both houses. They say, 
with truth, that they will be held re- 
sponsible for whatever tariff legisia- 
tion is ®nacted, and they are going to do 
the werk to suit themselves. 

The hopelessness of the minority in 
regard to doing any really effective work 
in connection with the revision of the 
tariff has been frankly stated by prac- 
tically every member of the Georgia 
delegation. In this view they are joined 
by democrats generally. 

May Limit Democratic Speech. 

It is a sad situation, but when it comes 
to altering tariff schedules, the demo- 
crats of the house apparently have no 
rights the majority party is bound to 
respect. A special rule, even, may be 
ihnrought in jJimiting debate, and tne 
measure rushed through the house on a 
greased skidway. 

‘In the senate the situation 
little different. No devfce has yet been 
found that will prevent a senator from 
talking as long as he pleases, provided 
he is parliamentary. But when it comes 
to voting there are 91 republicans and 32 
democrats. 

A fact in connection with 
tariff revision which must not be over- 
looked is that it does mot come in re- 
sponse to a change in parties and the 
election of one party pledged to revise 
the work of another. A republican pres- 
ident and congress is to tinker with and 
patch up the work formerly done by 
others of that party.

Republicang Have Hard Task. 

The pathway of the republicans is not 

@ rosy one this year. For the first 
time in many years they are attempt- 
ing to revise a tariff “downwards” in 
response to the demand of the business 
men of the country, Usually it has been 
@ process of revising “upward.’’ 
; There is division between the eastern 
| and western republicans, just as there 
is tbetween eastern and western demo- 
orats. The manufacturers want free 
raw materials and a tariff on manufac- 
tured articles. “he consumers put the 
shoe on the other foot. 

It is safe to say there will be mate- 
rial reductions in the iron and steel 
duties. On lumber and coal there ia 
much divergence of opinion. Glass- 
Ware will probably be subjected to a 
large reduction. j 

In view of the treasury deficit, which 
will probably reach $1650,000,000 by 
June 30, and the need for $1,000,004,000 
of revenue to run the government, the 
repwhlicans are in a quandary. A rea- 
sonably high tariff will raise revenue, 
but a tariff made too high will produce 
no revenue, for no goods will 
be imported. 

In this emergency 
raising money are being discussed. 
Among them the income tax, inheri- 
tamce tax, a tax on coffee and tea, 
Stamp taxes such as were in force dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war. Then 
there is talk of increasing the internal 
revenue tax on beer. 

All these proposals will open up a 
wide field of discussion when the tariff 
vill is reported to the house, but at 
the wind-up whatever the republicans 
want done will be done. 

There are at present indications of a 
split among republicans on the tariff. 
Should this continue the democrats 
might have the opportunity of uniting 
with one faction of the republican par- 
ty to defeat the other: but experience 
has demonstrated that the republicans 
have a marvelous faculty of getting to- 
gether at critica] times and preserv- 
ing their lines. 


Representative Bell Talks. 

In discussing the -.subject of tariff 
legislation Representative Bell pre- 
dicted that there would be little or no 
charge in present tariff schedules. He 
Said the republicans would make a 
show of carrying out their platform 
pledges, but do nothing more. Mr. Bell 
believes the party only made the prom- 
ise to meet a political exigency, and 
will not adhere to ft scrupulously. He 
| said: 

“It cannot be angued by any sane 
mind that an extra session of congress 
' will be called for the purpose of dem- 
ocratic ‘egislation on this subject.. The 
republicans will adhere to their usual 
method of procedure and pass such a 
tariff bill as they want to, under a spe- 
cial rule, which will prevent democrats 
from making any amendments which 
they might deem wise and proper. It 
seems a fixed political policy of the 
republican party to protect large in- 
dustries and monopolies. with no view 
of the actual necessity for a revenue 
by which to pay the expenses of our 
government, and the redudction on such 
duties as do protect these trusts and 
monopolies, will, in mv opinion, he con- 
trolled as the necessity demands from 
a republican viewpoint. 

“T favor a revision of the tariff. and 
a reasonable reduction of the same, and 
especially on articles which are con- 
sumed by the farming and laboring 
classes of people. IT have always en- 
tertained the idea that we must have a 
tariff schedule, but that it should be 
for the purposes of revénue only. 

“The tariff which would affect all 
sections alike seems to me would be 
just and fair, although some incidental 
protection might follow. 

“A high tariff. which has for its ob- 
ject merely a protection to large indus- 
tries and monopolies, is certainly a 
burden to the consumer, who, beyond

BANKING 
ARE INADEQUATE 


Report of State Treasurer 
Given Out. 


to Financial Problems, and 
‘Intimates There Are Rocks 
Ahead Unless Legislature 
Becomes More Economical. 


The annual report of State Treasuurer 
R. E. Park for 1908 to Governor Smith, 
by whom it will be transmitted to the 
legislature, wags made public yesterday. 
This report contains a number of fea- 
tures of interest concerning the state's 
financial depdrtment, not least among 
which is the attention he calls to the 
fact that the time is at hand for legis- 
lative finance and appropriations com- 
mittees to take account of stock and 
see to it that the state is not led into 
financial embarrassment through legis- 
lative extravagance. 

The present administration, he says, 
has not been hampered by any serious 
financial problems, but he intimates 
that there are rocks ahead unless the 
legislature adopts a policy of careful 
consideration and economical financial 
management. 

Under the plan of placing the states 
money in depositories which pay 2 per 
cent interest wpon daily balances, the 
State received from interest last year 
$13,502.68, an increase of $7,436.97 over 
the amount reeeived in 1907. 

The treasurer notes an increase from 
140 to 492 state ‘banks between 1900 and 
1909, with an increase of more than 
$9,500,000 in the aggregate capital stock, 
in addition to which Georgia has .!00 
national banks, not subject to state in- 
spection, with paid-in capital of $9,5--,- 
000 and deposits of about $30,000,000. 

Banking Laws Inadequate. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
bau... £ laws of Georgia are in a very 
unsatisfactory, not to say chaotic, con- 
dition. “Georgia bankers, stockholders 
and depositors in banks,” the treasurer 
says, ‘“‘deserve as much consideration at 
the hands of the law-givers of our state 
as do similar institutions in other states, 
and I again, for the eighth time since my 
incumbency of the position of state bank 
examiner, urge and plead for the enact- 
ment at the earliest possible moment 
of a proper code of laws govern- 
ing the chartered banks of Georgia. This 
deserves action without controversy or 
debate.’ 

Owing to the lack of a sufficient num- 
ber of assistants, Captain Park said 
forty-three state banks could not be ex- 
amined the second time during last year, 
as the law requires. 

Captain Park calls attention to an of- 
ficial postage bill amounting to $320, 
and says: ‘I have only 5 cents to pay 
it with, and $1,020.67 due on salaries.’’ 
Stating that the afforney genera] has 
held the governor could issue a warrant 
in payment of this postage bill, Captain 
Park states: “Il again respectfully re- 
quest this often-mentioned warrant, and 
trust that it will be agreeable to send it 
without further delay.”’ 

There were only two bank failures dur- 
ing 1908, while four banks surrendered 
their charters, and there were thirteen 
mergers, five into state and eight into 
national banks, and seven liquidations. 

The report goes into a brief recapitu- 
lation of the circumstances and incidents 
in connection with the Neal bank failure, 
which are familiar to tMe public. In 
concluding this featyre of it, the treas- 
urer calis attention to the decisions of 
the superior and supreme courts sustain- 
ing the state’s claim to a first lien upon 
the assets of a state depository to the ex- 
tent of the amount it has deposited there- 
in. He points to these decisions as a vin- 
dication of the course he pursued in 
making the deposits in the Neal bank. 

Legislature Must Go Slow. 

Discussing the state’s financial condi- 
tion, Treasurer Park calis attention to 
' the fact that the common school appro- 
priation for 1909 is $250,000 greater than 
that of last year, amounting now 
$2,250,000. He notes the disappearance 
of the state’s income from convict hire 
and from the liquor tax, and says: .

direction and management of its schools to any other agency than itself. 
As to the other specter, the negro question, there is no state but that 
can be relied upon to do justice even-handedly, as has already been abund- 
antly proven in the equitable distribution of the land grant funds.

“Shall the Solid South Be Shattered?” is the caption and the substance 
of the leading editorial in the current issue of Uncle Remus’s—the Home 
Magazine. 

It is written and signed by Julian Harris, editor of the magazine. For 
originality, strength and fearlessness of expression the editorial is notable. 
it should foreshadow large and intelligent service to the south by a young 
man who is directing the destines of the south’s only national periodical. 
With the desirability of the contention that the south should be un- 
shackled in politics, The Constitution is in entire accord. We would amend 
it by stating, and proof is superabundant to the penetrative, that not only 
is the process already under way, but that it has achieved considerable 
progress toward fulfillment.

But Germany, with an army appropriation somewhere around $210,000,- 
maintains a standing army of 614,000 men, some eight times the size 
of the United States, now held at approximately 77,000, and which costg 
just about half as much. The German system may not suit us, but evi- 
dently Germany can teach us some lessons in economy. 

A few years ago the idea of a large standing army and extensive navy 
was flouted from one end of the country to the other. We had no warlike 
designs and our natural defenses, together with comparatively small land 
and sea forces, were sufficient to insure us against invasion. 

Then we took on a few outlying possessions and began at once to get 
upon the same basis as the great military and naval powers of the world. 
in truth, we are not very tar away from the argument that inasmuch 
as we are the foremost nation of the world, we should have the largest army | ‘ 
and the largest navy of all. 
The American people are paying this tremendous price, not to protect | 
themselves at home, but to preserve a peace that may or may not have been 
threatened by their distant colonial experiments. 


THE TELEPHONE AND THE COUNTRY COMMISSION. 


We have advanced far along that road whose chief milestones are furnished 
hy the practical magic of science, when a governmental board finds it expedient 
io issue an urgent recommendation of the telephone. That is what the com- 
mission on country life did recently, when in its report to the president it 
three times stressed the rural telephone as a proven agent in the banishment 
of rural isolation, and the development of universal values in the country. 
The ’phone is classed with rural free delivery as a ‘‘corrective force’’ as 
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follows: 


This awakening is greatly aided by 
phones, the gradual improvement of highways, farmers’ 
creameries, and similar organizations and other agencies. 


Speaking of cooperation, the report declares that ‘‘it may have for its 
object the securing of telephone service (which is already contributing much 
to country life and is capable of contributing much more), the extension of 
electric lines, the improvement of highways.and other forms of betterment.’’ 
Good roads, rural free delivery and the telephone. These three form an 
aggressive and unrivaled three-cornered partnership in doing away with those 
features that handicap country life as compared to life in the city. Théir 
largest efficacy is reached in raising the worth of lands and properties, adding 
days to crowded lives and giving ease to the hardest-worked people in civili- 
zation. 

All this as concerns the telephone, at an annual cost, to the individual, of 
less than one bale of cotton.

WEEKLY COTTON REVIEW } 


During the past week the market has 


most severe declines 
seen in some time. Long lines of cot- 
ton were thrown over, regardless 
prices, and the weak holders have been 
pretty well shaken out and the mar- 
ket left in a much stronger position 
technically. The tremendous decline in 
continued dull- 
ness in spot cotton were the principal 
bearish factors, although all the old 
bear arguments were rehashed. The 
unsatisfactory. conditions in the yarn 
market also played a prominent part. 

The spot cotton business during the 
month of February has been practically 
nil. February has always proven a 
dull month, and this year it has been 
especially so, for the reason that the 
Spinners, as a rwvie, were in position to 
hold off, having secured already a suf- 
ficient amount of cotton to run them 
for some weeks to come. Offerings 
have been light, although there has 
been some cotton sold at reduced 
prices. This crop has been marketed 
so fast that there is comparatively lit- 
tle cotton left in the country now, and 
it is not likely that those who have 
held this long will turn loose except 
at much higher prices. The stock at 
Liverpoo] is unusually heavy, and fac- 
tors in that market are underselling 
American exporters. It is understood 
that there are heavy commitments to 
be filled in March, and spot people pre- 
dict a decided improvement in the de- 
mand for all grades. There has been 
recently a good inquiry from the east- 
ern, aS well as southern mills, but 
buyers and sellers have been unable to 
agree as to prices, and very little busi- 
ness has resulted. The general im- 
pression prevails that the foreign spin- 
ners are especially well supplied with 
cotton. This is not the case, however, 
for, although exports for the season are 
now .645,035 ahead of last year, the 
takings by foreign spinners are 109,000 
behind last year. This feature, how- 
ever, could hardly be used as a bullish 
argument. 

Secretary Hester’s weekly cotton state- 
men, as published in Saturday's Con- 
stitution. shows the amownt brought 
into sight during the past week to be 
189,153, against 202.777 the same week 
last year, and 260,336 year before last. 
Exports for the week showed a falling 
off of 28,000. The interior stocks show a 
Satisfactory decrease. The bulls claim 
that the decrease in the movement is 
due to approaching exhaustion, while 
the bears assert that it is due to lack 
of demand. 

The goods market continues inactive. 
Moderate sales of print cloth continue 
to be put through with buyers picking 
up small spot lots. When slight con- 
ecessions are made sellers find a quick 
demand. Prices are being held on a 
very steady basis, as most cloth mills 
are in a strong enough position to 
watch developments without pressing 
sales. Fine construction goods are firm, 
and holderg are making no concessions. 
Australia has been a fair: buyer of 
denims and similar lines. Nothing new 
has been heard from the China mar- 
ket, and the weakness in silver is have 
ing a bad effect on trade. Conservative 
merchants predict a revival of busi- 
ness during March, especially for light- 
weight Sheeting and drills. The yarn 
market is demoralized, and the sales 
reported have been put through at re- 
duced prices. There can be no doubt 
but that the yarn situation is in a most 
unsatisfactory shape, and that the stock 
of yarns has continued to accumulate. 

The meeting of the hard yarn spin- 
ners at Charlotte, however, had little

When the demand for cloth dropped off, 
some months ago, a great many mills 
put their machinery on to yarn and in 
many instances the yarns manufactured 
were of an undesirable grade, having 
been made from the lowest grade of cot- 
ton—in some instances half waste. This 
resulted in the accumulation of a most 
inferior stock of manufactured product. 
It is a noticeable fact that mills run- 
ning On better class of yarn are in better 
shape than those working the lower 
grades. Notwithstanding all the pes- 
simistic talk from the mill people, it is 
hard to find a mill which is not oper- 
ating full time. 

The underlying sentiment is still bull, 
ish, although the majority of the trade 
expect some further temporary decline. 
The past week, from a weather stand- 
point, has favored the bulls, as drought 
in Texas appears to be practically un- 
broken.

Well posted people ‘insist that Texas 
never makes a full crop where the win- 
ter moisture has been insufficient. Texas, 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Arkansas have 
the boll weevil problem to face this year, 
and shoukd we have a wet spring and 
late planting season, this will probably 
become a great factor in governing 
prices. 

Large March exports are predicted, 
owing to reports of heavy sales of cot- 
ton bills. Memphis is said to have made 
heavy commitments covering the next 
three months, and the same reports are 
received from other points. 

Sentiment has undoubtedly drifted to 
the bear side, and the most enthuslastic 
bears are those who were buying cotton 
with the utmost confidence when prices 
were around 9.50 for July. This is 
usually the case after a 50-point decline. 
Owing to the fact that cotton held on 
the first of March is subject to taxation 
m many states, there is always consid- 
erable selling of spot cotton during the 
latter part of February, and the past 
month has proven no exception. While 
this has proven a bearish card for the 
time being, it will eventually strengthen 
the bull position. 

On Saturday the Liverpool market of- 
fered every inducement for bullish oper- 
ations, contracts in that market being 
several points better than due, with 
sales 7,000. This was offset, however, 
by predictions of rains in southwest 
Texas. Fears of these Texas rains are 
doing the market more harm than would 
the actual rains, and I believe’ that 
should Texas get all the rain she needs 
we would have a better market—as the 
bears would find that those who could 
be stampeded had already closed out 
their cotton. 

Liverpool sales during the week have 
been much better than expected, and 
cables from Manchester are more op- 
timistic. We have had a decline of more 
than 50 points in the summer months, 
and the market has been pretty well 
cleaned out. Right now it looks prob- 
able that some slight further depression 
can take place, but the oportunities for 
profitable operation on the bull side ap- 
pear to be favorable, especially in the 
July option, and purchases made around 
9%4c should result in splendid profits.

$80,000 on Deposit. 

At a local bank it was learned that 
as much as $80,000 was deposited at one 
time. Another draft for $50,000 was 
presented at another bank, which re- 
fused to cash it, and it became neces- 
sary to clear the transaction through 
an Omaha bank. 

A big corps of secret service men and 
detectives are now engaged in securing 
details of the many ‘“‘deals’’ carried out 
by the alleged swindlers, and as the 
various transactions come to light, the 
enormity of the swindle grows. 

Some new and highly interesting “de- 
tails of the transaction with J. P. Cav- 
anaugh show the master capabilities: of 
the men with whom Cavanaugh dealt,

How Game Was Worked. 

H. Martin, the friend and alleged

Ceremony of Induction of 
Pres. Purely American.

Substantially No Change in 
Ceremonial Forms Through 
Lapse of Years—A _ Brief 
Sketch of the Various In- 
augurations. 


February 27.—History 
again will repeat itself next Thursday, 
when William Howard Taft bows his 
head over the Holy Bible and takes the 
solemn obligation which shall make him, 
for a stated period, the ghief magis- 
trate of the United States. 

The ceremony of the induction of a 
president into office is distinctively 
American. Conceived in the minds and 
hearts of the nation’s fathers, while 
they yet were in the throes of a great 
revolution, it is grand in its motive— 
sublime in its simplicity. Through the 
lapse of years, since the establishment 
of the American government, substan- 
tially no change has been made in the 
ceremonial form, although elaborate and 
beautiful accompaniments, in_ recent 
years, have become notable features of 
this most important of American func- 
tions. 

In the time of Taft, as in the time af 
Washington, the spectacle bears the 
Same simple impressiveness, Here no 
emperor, or king, or dictator, arrogating 
to himself, “‘through the law of succes- 
sion or monarchial expediency,” the 
powers of government; 
of a willing, enthusiastic and homogen- 
eous people taking upon himself, through 
the expression of his peers, the respon- 
Sibility of carrying out their mandates 
and directing the execution of their will. 
Yesterday ‘he was one of a hundred 
million peopley today, yet one of the 
people, but chosen for a brief time to 
direct their destinies and to protect and 
defend their nation. 

It was Washington, who, to a large 
extent, devised the plan of a president’s 
inwugural. In this respect, as in others, 
his: work has stood the test of time. 
Tt will endure, too, for so long as the 
nation may live, 
beautiful and impressive simplicity. 

How Washington Took Office. 

Washington was inducted into office at 
New York. At the time of notification 
of. his @lection, he was residing at his 
beautiful country home, Mount Vernon.

He proceeded to the then seat of gov- ' 


ernment on horseback, in coaches, and 
-n Bight-oared barges. His journey was 
a/triadmphal march. No such scenes of 
enthusiasm ever had been witnessed in 
this country as attended his progress. 
The <oimtry. people gave him hearty 
eneetings by the roadside; in Philadel- 
phia’ ‘the’ citizens had decorated’ the 
streets and buildings elaborately, and 
he rode ona splendid milk-white charger 
beneath triumphal arches; and in towns 
and hamlets farther east his, pathway 
was strewn with flowers by women and 
children. i 

Details of the ceremony § attendant 
upon the administration of the oath of 
office were worked out after his ar- 
rival in New York. It took place in the 
old ifederal “building, which then was 
the seat of cengress, and the oath was 
administered by “ 'Sallor Livingston. 
The first rr- “'mted upon by 
committees 1Uuuse and senate at 
his temporary abiding place, and an es- 
cort of regular United States troops ac- 
companied him to the “capitol.” He was 
driven in a/jhandsome coach, and as he 
had no predecessor, he was alone in the 
carriage. When the announcement was 
made formally. that Washington had 
taken the obligation which made him 
the first president of the United States, 
the multitude waiting outside of the 
building gave itself up to an enthuslas- 
tic demonstration. Speeches were de- 
livered and patriotic songs were sung, 
and that night there was a display of 
fireworks. 

The second inauguration of Washing- 
ton took place in Philadelphia. While 
the ceremony was more elaborate, in its 
accompaniments, than the firs had 
been, it remained, as always, in its es- 
sential form, simple and impressive.

Four years later, John Adams was in- 
augurated as president, also in Philadel- 
phias Apprehension had been expressed 
that the young government would be 
unable. to withstand the strain of a 
change — of presidents; but the result 
was a superb ; ‘vindication of the wis- 
dom of the fathers. Washington passed 
the reins of. government to his successor 
with the ea@me patriotic grace and will- 
ingness and wisdom that had charac- 
terized his every public action. The real 
test of the government’s institutions 
came four years later, when Thomas 
Jefferson became president. He was not 
elected by the people, but by the house 
of representatives. The election had 
resulted in a tie, and the house of rep- 
resentatives exercised its constitutional 
prerogative of choosing the president. 
The contest in the house was very bit- 
ter, but again;the nation withstood the 
strain magnificently. 

Jefferson Inaugurated in Washington. 

“The Sage of Monticello,” as Jeffersoh 
was affectionately termed, was the first 
inaugurated in Wash- 
the seat of government again 
Accompanied by 
only a few friends, he rode on horse- 
back from his home to Washington. He 
was joined by a small detachment. of 
cavalry, which escorted him into the 
city. ‘He went, unaccompanied, in :his

early in the day, declining to await ‘the 
new president. The inaugural ceremony 
took place in the old senate chamber, 
the oath of office being administered by 
Chief Justice Marshall.

With the contracts signed and 
dates set for the appearance of these 
artists the Atlanta committee will get 
busy next week and rush the minor de- 
tails looking forward to the entertain- 
ment of probably the greatest number of 
music lovers ever gathered anywhere in 
the south. 

Caruso came high, but those behind 
this movement were determined that he 
must be secured if it were possible. 

Under contract with the Metropolitan 
Opera House to sing In 80 performances 
and to receive $300,000, more than the 
president now gets for a term in by of- 
fice by $100,000, Enrico Caruso, the 
heroic and, possibly, the best tenor in 
the world, has set as his price $5,000 
a concert, and then sings only four or 
five songs. 

There havé been only four cities who 
have made a contract with him at that 
price, and now Atlanta makes the con- 
tract, not for one night, but for two, and 
will pay him $10,000 for his double ap- 
pearance, 

He is booked to sing on May 4 and 
5. Some one has figured it out he will 
receive $4.00 a second, while he is on 
the stage here singing. 

Fremsatadt Will Sing. 

On May 5 Olive Fremstadt, of 
Metropolitan Opera House, one of 
greatest sopranos in the world, 
sing. Her voice has both range 
power, which, combined, makes her a 
great favorite. She is an actress of 
ability, and puts a great deal of warmth 
into ‘her work. 

When Mr. Smith went to New York it 
was thought, that Caruso would be the 
only Metropolitan star secured, but aft- 
er hearing Fremstadt, he made a con- 
tract for her to appear, too. 

After the first dispatch there came an- 
other dispatch from Mr. Smith, stating 
he had just closed a contract with the 
Dresden Philharmonic Orchestra, of 
Dresden, Germany, one of the oldest and 
best established anusical onganizations 
in all musical Germany. This orchestra 
is composed of seventy-fgur experienced 
instrumental performers, who have play- 
ed with this orchestra from three to 
seventeen years. They are on a tour of 
the big cities of this country, and the 
committee is congratulating Mr. Smith 
in securing them for Atlanta, 

This orchestra is not confined solely 
to instrumental musicians, but numbers

In the three days that remain a vast 
amount of legislation must be enected.

“It simply proposes to legalize the 
Shipment of liquor into dry states un- 
der certain restrictions,.”’ ‘he said. ey 
am in favor of permitting a state In the 
exercise of its police power, to restrict 
such importations.”’ 

A well-known republican senator 
Stated privately that he would oppose 
the amendment, because he sometimes 
had liquor shipped to him for his own 
use, and did not like to have it labelled 
for the benefit of the neighbors, as 
provides in this bill.

Washington, February 27.—The long 
fight of the discharged negro soldiers 
of the Twenty-fifth infantry for an op. 
portunity to prove their innocence in 
connection with the “shooting-up” of 
srownsville, Texas, on the night of 


August 13, 1906, was won today when 
by a vote of 210 to 101], 
passed the senate bill to that end. 
Violent opposition was encountered 
from members of the Texas delegation 
and others, but their efforts were un- 
availing. The bill was passed under a 
special rule. 

Among those who spoke in opposition 
was Mr. Slayden, of Texas, who de- 
clared congress was seeking by this 
bill to set aside the most righteous 
act of the Roosevelt administration. 

During the debate there was much 
confusion, especially marked when Mr. 
Cockran, of New York, in supporting 
the bill, pleaded for exact justice to all. 

“How about the Japanese?” shouted 
Mr. Gaines, of Tennessee. 

‘The gentleman’s interruptions,” re- 
plied war. Cockran, amid a roar of 
laughter, “are always picturesque, but 
not always sensible.” 

“But they will all be taken back in 
the army—mark my’ prediction,”  re- 
marked Mr. Burleson, of Texas, with 
some heat. 

Turning toward the Texas member, 
Mr. Cockran sharply retorted that “this 
is not a place where prophecy can be 
made the basis of legislation.” 

Far back in the chamber, Mr. Slay- 
den was shouting at the top of his 
voice in an appeal to Mr. Cockran to 
vield for a question, the speaker all 
the while vigorously pounding his 
gavel. Finally Mr. Slayden wag heard 
to inquire upon what Mr, Cockran 
based his conclusion that any of the 
discharged men were innocent. The 
New York member insisted that prob- 
ably some of the men were innocent 

Clark Put Bede in Hole. 

At the end of a spirited speech by 
Mr. Clark, of Missouri, in opposition 
to the bill, he wag asked by Mr. Bede, 
of Minnesota, if he ever before heard of 
a conspiracy in which it was asserted 
that 167 men had been involved, Mr. 
Clark provoked shouts of laughter 
when he replied that he had. Members 
all around began to prompt him, and 
he instanced the Molly MacGuires, Ku 
Klux, Night Riders, Bald Knobbers, 
Whitecaps, “and the conspiracy that 
ran the niggers out of Springfield, Ill.” 

Mr. Bede sat down, apparently non- 
plussed. 

Others who opposed the bill were 
Messrs. Williams, of Mississippi; Hen- 
ry, Slayden and Garner, of Texas; 
Bartlett, of Georgia; while those favor- 
ing it were Messrs. Hull, of lowa, Par- 
ker, of New Jersey; Prince, of Illinois; 
Waldo, of New York; Sulzer, of New 
York: Adair, of Illinois; Miller, of Kan- 
sas, and Keifer, of Ohio.

Washington, February 27.—(Special.) 
—Through the improvement in the sys- 
tems of turpentining, the south has 
taken a long step forward in the move- 
ment for the protection and develop- 
ment of one of the country’s most im- 
portant natural resources, the rich yel- 
low pine forests which make the United 
States the leading nation in the produc- 
tion of rosin, turpentine,’and the other 
products known ag naval stores. 

Improved methods of turpentining 
were first established to an appreciable 
extent during the producing season of, 
1904, when the cup and gutter system 
was installed by a number of the most 
enterprising manufacturers of naval 
stores in Georgia and Florida. Since! 
that time there has been a steady and | 
satisfactory increase in the percentage | 
of turpentine and rosin produced by| 
these conservative methods. The work| 
in conserving these vast turpentine or-| 
chards of the south has perhaps come, 
in time to stay the early destruction of | 
yellow pine forests threatened by years 
of careless management. 

Experiments conducted by the United 
States Forest Service at Ocilla, Ga.., | 
and Green Cove Springs, Fla., as well, 
as definite and reliable data received 
from operators throughout the naval

The rest of the day and Sunday is a 
holiday. 

Besides the 
dier, in his turn, does a day’s 
duty; is room orderly, when he 
care of the barracks and attends to the 
fires, and does kitchen police, when he 
cleans up the dining room after meals, 
and washes up the dishes.

He 
refers to them as ‘“‘freebooters,”’ and 
Says that 60 per cent of the voters are 
Mexicans, and one-half of that number 
are illiterate and ignorant and easily 
could be governed by the “gang’’ to 
which he referred. Be suggested that 
it would be well to wait until after 
the next census before admitting New 
Mexico to statehood 

Another statement was read recount- 
ing the _ difficulties experienced by 
Ormsby McHarg, -who went to New 
Mexico in 1907 as an agent of the de- 
partment of justice to prosecute land 
frauds.

NOT OF PRINCIPLE” 


Says Negro Editor Who Holds 
Negroes Should Not Be Ap- 
pointed to Office Where 
Public Objects. 


B. J. Davis, editor of The Atlanta In- 
dependent, follows up a recent editorial 
on the subject of negroes hurting their 
race by trying to force themselves upon 
the public in places of official appoint- 
ment, with the following: 


“There can be no question 
the law or morals as.to the nhegro’s 
right to hold office if he is the free 
choice of the people directly concerned. 
Both the constitution of our state and 
of the United States recognize this 
principle as fundamental when they 
4jualify black men as electors. 

“The principle is preserved and vouch- 
sailed for in the law, and has no place 
in this discussion. It is the policy of 
the republican party- that must be ad- 
justed to fit conditions in the south. In 
the adjustment of any °*condition, the 
one question that must not be lost sight 
of, is, the welfare of the people in- 
volved. If the policy of the republican 
party with reference to federal appoint- 
ments in the south is hurtful to the ne- 
gro, the policy ought to be abandoned 
and a policy more helpful adopted. This 
is a question that cannot be settled and 
Settied right without it is settled in a 
way agreeable to the wealth, the charac- 
ter and respectability of the south. The 
negro is an element tnat does not fit 
too well in the economic life of the 
south, and his political alignment must 
be so adjusted as not to further lessen 
his economic and industrial value. 

“If the negro makes no effort to fill 
an elective position, upon what tenable 
Zround can he base his right to fill an 
appointive position against the will of 
the people who must transact the busi- 
ness of the office? Let us consider a 
home-made proposition: If a colored and 
a white man were contending for mayor 
of Atlanta, where the whites constitute 
75 per cent of the quglified voters, 90 
per cent of the respectability, and 98 
per cent of the wealth, no negro leader 
in the community would take serious 
exceptions to the triumph of the white 
candidate. The race would accept the 
result of the election as matter of right, 
and there would not even be the color of 
a charge of fraud. The same principle 
is involved. If the white man should 
dominate and control in elections, why 
should he not in appointments? Not be- 
cause he is white, but because he is fit- 
test and best qualified to administer the 
affairs of state. 

“If The Independent could not advise 
that a colored man be sworn in as 
mayor after the people of the city who 
Own the property and constitute § the 
character and respectability of the com- 
munity had expressed their will con- 
trawise, reasoning from the same prem- 
ises, not even taking into consideration 
the negro’s highest good, it could not 
advise the appointment of a colored man | 
to federal place, after we had a similar 
expression from the people who transact 
99 per cent of the business of the office. 
If the people whom the office is to ac- 
commodate and serve are not to be 
consulted about the character and per- 
sonnel of the service, then who is to be? 
“Reasoning from every premise that 
it is possible to submit, the proposition 
resolves itself into a question of policy 
and not of principle. And those who 
Seek to mix a question of party policy, 
or public welfare, with a fundamental 
principle of involving the flonstitutfonal 
rizhts of the citizen, mus soon stumble 
upoh the naked absurdity of their posi- 
tion.

ington was nearly inaccessible in those 
days, celebrations of the inauguration 
were held in many cities and towns 
throughout the country. 

It is reported that a throng of ten 
thousand people assembled on the east 
front of the capito)] to witness the in- 
auguration of President Madison. An 
immense crowd that was to Washing- 
ton in those days. Regular troops and 
militia formed the nucleus of a parade, 
which was the first real inaugural pro- 
cession. The ceremony was concluded 
with a reception at the white house, at 
which former President Jefferson was 
a prominent figure. 

President Monroe was the first to take 
the oath of office on a stand in the 
east front of the capitol, midway be- 
tween the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives He had announced that he 
Proposed to have the obligation admin- 
istered in the hall of the house, but 
the senate objected. The result of the 
wrangle that ensued was that the cere- 
mony took place in the open air, as it 
takes place now. It was regarded as 
an omen of good that American eagles 
flew majestically over the capitol at 
the time of Monroe's inauguration. 

The struggle over the election of John 
Quincy Adams by the house of repre- 
Sentatives was so long that the inau- 
guration had to be postponed until the 
latter part of March; but it was the 
most,.©laborate ceremony that yet had 
been’ 1eld in Washington. 

Old Hickory in |829. 

The inauguration of Andrew Jack- 
s0n in 1829 was a notable ceremony. 
It probably would have been even more 
spectacular than it was had the presi- 
dent not suffered the loss of his wife 
shortly before. As it was, however. 
Washington gave evidence of its appre- 
ciation and patriotism and hospitality 
with a demonstration which called from 
Daniel Webster this comment: “Never 
has such a crowd been seen here be- 
fore. There must have been fully 8.000 
people along the line of March. Per- 
eons came 500 miles to see the presi- 
dent inaugurated.”’ The president that 
day occupied a carriage constructed 
from a part of the hull of the frigate 
Constitution. 

Twenty tltousand 
banked along the line of March at 
the inauguration of President Van 
Buren, The ceremony attendant upon 
the inauguration, however, had no spe- 
cially distinctive features. 

At the inauguration of President Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison, for the first time, 
citizen soldiery from the various states 
participated in ‘the~ceremonies. 

In the inaugural parade elaborate cam- 
paign devices were uged, the log cabin 
being a prominent feature, The pro- 
tective doctrine, on which President 
Harrison had conducted his campaign, 
was illustrated by working looms and 
other machinery illustrative of the prog- 
ress of American industries. 
Harrison rode on horseback to the capi- 
tol, and returned to the white house in 
a coach presented to him by the whigs 
of Baltimore. It was estimated _ that 
seventy-five thousand people witnessed 
the ceremony. 

Scarcely a month later Vice President 
Tyler was called upon to take the oath 
ef office as president, President Harri- 
son having passed to his reward. The 
ceremony of inducting President Tyler 
was conducted in his,own home in 
Washington without pomp or display of 
any kind, in view of the grief-stricken 
eity and country.

In chambers yesterday, Judge New- 


man, of the United States court, grant-, 


eg the supersedeags asked for by the 
Western Union Telegraph Company in 
its suit with the state of Georgia touch. 
ing the collection of taxes on its fran- 
chise, and directed that the temporary 
injunction against Comptroller Gener- 
al Wright, which had been dismissed 
one week ago, pending an appeal to 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals for the fifth judicial circuit. 

In his order Judge Newman reiter- 
the Western 
Union was liable to the state of Geor- 
gia for the taxes claimed On its fran- 
chise. The only doubt in his mind, 
Judge Newman declared again, was 
the paper attached by the board of ar- 
bitrators to its award. He again de- 
clares that, in his opinion, the board of 
arbitrators was mistaken in supposing 
that any part of the franchise exer- 
cised by the Western Union in Georgia 
was derived frm the act of congress 
in question. Declaring that he recog- 
nized the great delicacy of interfering 
with the state in the collection of its 
revenues, and then only in exceptional 
cases, Judge Newman granted the su- 
persedeas and continued the restrain-
